Last Tuesday’s faculty meeting saw another step in the right 
direction .for the college: the approval of a five-year plan 
which would entail that the Office of Admissions would ac- 
cept incoming freshmen on an increasinglv-higher academic 

quality.. — - *« — ' • r 

At the; present, a large majority of every 'freshman" class- 
have predicted indices falling between 1.6 and 2.3. And the 1 
bulk of these students rate below 7 2.00, which happens to be 
“just average.” The new plan, if approved by the President’s 
Council, the Board of Trustees, and the Board of Directors, 
will see the acceptance of a freshman class with over half of 
its members’ predicted indices between 2.3 and 2.8. There 
will be more students accepted with predicted indices be- 
tween 2.8 and 3.3, and fewer with anything under 2.00. > - 
The 'ramifications of this plan could greatly alter -the 
nature of the Collegeyille communitx as a liberal arts college. 
Accepting freshmen who have shown their ability and desire 
to be “students,” Saint Joe’s will automatically become a bet- 
ter place for learning, The faculty is here, but only a-student 
body with initiative and curiosity can create the atmosphere 
for constructive intellectual, spiritual, and social pursuit. 

The faculty is to be commended for its sincere belief in 
=8ainL.|oxCph’s and for the foresight it has shown in con- 
stantly trying to improve all facets of the college. But the 
questiop now 7 is whether it can be done. Can w 7 e attract the 
tvpe of student the faculty wants? Can xye keep him here? 

Ex^erv year, an appreciable number of high school seniors 
with admirable predicted indices apply at Saint Joe’s. But alb 
too often, thev end up cancelling their applications and en- 
roll in a more attract ive college. One of the major reasons 
for their decision to cancel their applications is the college’s 
inability to offer them the financial support they need. Be- 
sides competing with other colleges in academic standards, 
Saint Joe’s will now need to compete Jh making it financially 
feasible for those appl icants with higher predicted indices to 
become a part of the Collegeville community. - 

Ultimately, the decision of making Saint Joe’s a better 
college lies in the hands of the administration, the Trustees, 
and the Directors. The faculty has voiced its hopes for the 
future, but it will depend on the “higher-ups” as to whether 
Saiiit Joe’s can offer the financial aid to attract the kind of 
"student- the faculty hopes to see. The meeting last Tuesday 
posed ’a challenge to those who have the final say in im- 
proving Saint Joseph’s College. Stuff would like to cong rat u- 
late the faculty and to echo their hopes for the progress of 
the community.

Illinois Wesleyan’s Titans 
slogged through the mud of Wes- 
leyan Stadium. Saturday for thr ee

second-half touchdowns to defeat 
4 Saint Joseph’s, 22-3, in the season 
finale for both teams. 

The Pumas finished their 1967 
season with a 3-6 record- while 
Wesleyan concluded with a 7-2 
mark. It was the Titans’ fifth 
consecutive win, snapping a three- 
game win streak for the Saints. 

Starting from their own two 
yard-line, the Pumas moved out 
to the 15 in three plays, but them 
fullback Karl Maio lost five when 
he slipped on ..an attempted end 
run, and Titan guard Gary John- 
son tackled quarterback A1 Buci- 
na in the Saints’ end zone for a 
safety/ making it 2-0 with 10:22 
to play in the quarter. 

-Saint Joe responded seven min- 
. utes later, following Tom Burke’s 
recovery of a Titan fflm ble of a 
punt at the IWU 26. After penal- 
ties pushed SJC back to the Wes- 
leyan 46, Bucina passed to half- 
hack George Badke on a short 
screen pass and the senior hack 
raced 31 yards' to the Titan 15.
